2.  For  a board  fence  the  posts  shall  be  four  feet 
nine  inches  long  from  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and 
sunk  two  and  one-half  feet  in  the  ground,  and  to  be 
not  more  than  ten  feet  apart;  the  boards  to  be  securely 
nailed  to  the  face  of  the  posts,  with  not  less  than 
eight-penny  nails  ; the  boards  to  be  what  is  termed  in 
mills  as  inch  lumber,  not  less  that  six  inches  wide,  and 
distribution  of  boards  to  conform  with  the  Provincial 
Statutes  regarding  fences.  'Fhe  posts  to  be  not  les.s 
than  four  inches  diameter. 

3.  For  a picket  fence  the  posts  shall  be  four  feet 
high  above  the  ground,  sunk  two  and  one-half  feet 
into  the  ground,  and  not  more  than  ten  feet  apart. 
The  pickets  must  not  be  less  than  three-quarters  of  an 
inch  thick,  and  four  feet  nine  inches  long  from  the 
ground,  and  to  be  either  sunk  six  inches  into  the 
ground  or  securely  nailed  to  two  rails,  one  rail  on  top 
of  jiost,  and  the  other  one  foot  from  ground. 

4.  A i)icket  fence  without  posts  shall  consist  of

BY-LAW 

To  rrffidttto  tilt'  Ti‘ft/)if‘  lijtoii  flic  Jiit/invtt i/.s  ttf  the  JJis- 
triet  of  tite  Hiilviptilitif  of  Soiit/i  f'ttiicourer,  and 
for  the  protection  of  the  saitl  JHtjhteatfSs  Hoads 
tt}itf  Jiridf/es. 

Be  it  ENACTED  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  Municipality  of  South 
Vancouver  as  follows  : — 

1.  No  person  shall  encumber,  injure  or  foul  any 
road,  bridge  or  other  corporate  proiterty  with  an 
animal,  vehicle,  or  other  obstruction  to  traffic,  or  shall 
deposit,  or  suffer  or  jjermit  to  be  deposited,  thrown 
into,  cr  leave  in  or  upon  anj'  road,  street  or  alley,  any 
dead  animal  or  any  refuse  of  animal  or  vegetable 
matter  whatever. 

2.  No  person  or  persons  shall  draw  upon  the  bridges 
or  liighways  of  the  Municipality,  any  logs,  trees, 
machinery,  or  other  articles  or  implements  that  are 
not  rolled  on  wheels  or  drawn  on  properly  constructed 
sleighs  with  the  front  end  of  log,  tree  or  load  at  least 
eight  inches  from  the  ground. 

3.  No  waggon,  engine,  machine,  or  other  article,  or 
load  of  articles,  of  a greater  weight  than  four  tons, 
shall  be  drawn  upon  any  of  the  bridges  or  highways 
of  the  Municipality  without  the  consent  in  writing  of 


the  Reeve  or  Chairman  of  tin;  Board  of  Works  of  the 
H.aid  Municipality,  and  bih’Ii  assent  shall  not  b(!  given 
until  the  person  or  persons  desiring  the  same  have
